subsequently found to he proper charges on 
the Unemployment Fund. Adiustin nese 
between the Unemployment Pond and mone 
voted by Parliament were made periodically 
to cover cases of tina kind. 

Mr. Beattie said that the Minister could 
not juggle with the estimates in this way, 
and this irregularity had been going on for 
three nionths. He asked that the Minister 
shonid make good to the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General some more _ satisfactory 
answer, 

The Minister for Labour replied that there 
was no jugglery and no irregularity. The 
matter was quite in order. 

Mr. Beattie declared that the Public 
Accounts Committee had repeatedly decided 
that to use the funds of one class to support 
another class in this way was most irregular. 

The Minister of Labour said he was qtite 
satisfied that the Public Accounts Committee 
and the Auditor-General would agree that 
this was the only thing that could have been 
done to make payment to the benefit of 
insured persons.

that the completion of such a work would 
aid materially in forwarding a genera 
recovery. The uncertainty of the politica 
outlook in France and Germany may have 
had a powerful effect on the Government 
of the United States, especially with re 
gard to a conference of world-wide scope 
Until recently opinion in ‘America was 
definitely against active participation in 
even so restricted a conference as the Re 
parations Conference at Lausanne. 


Mr. Macdonald's Holiday. 


The Prime Minister has disappeared into 
the unknown for a few days, in order to 
obtain a complete rest from work. It is 
not the first occasion on which Mr. Mac- 
donald has found it necessary to adopt 
such a course; for last year he left the 
Hillocks, his home at Lossiemouth, for a 
secret visit to Mr. Stimson, the United 
States Secretary, who was -staying at 
Rogart, in Sutherlandshire. His dis 
appearance on this occasion is simply in 
the nature of a peaceful holiday, and he 
will return, at the end of the week. 


The Imperial Conference. 


A five-day fast combined ship and air 
service between London and Ottawa is 
being arranged in Ottawa for the cor 
venience of the delegates to the Imperial 
Conference. During the Conference mail 
aeroplanes will meet incoming steamers 
off the coast of Newfoundland in the Belle 
Isle Straits, and will take off the mails 
for quick and direct transmission to 
Ottawa. Letters leaving this country late 
on Monday, or early on Tuesilay morning, 
will be delivered in Ottawa on the follow. 
ing Saturday. Corresponding facilities will 
be provided for the outgoing mails from 
Ottawa. 


Herr Von Papen. 


It is not surprising to learn that the 
appointment of Herr Fritz von Papen as 
the head of the new Government has been 
received with surprise and resentment in 
Germany. Public opinion, it is related. 
was astounded when the appointment was 
anuounced. It was Herr von Papen who 
was sent to the United States just befere 
the War broke out to do all that he eould 
to prevent the participation oí. that 
country, and, more particularly, to pre- 
vent the despatch of war material to tlie 
Allies. From the outbreak of hostilities 
he was. suspected of abusing the 
neutrality of the United States, and one 
day a portfolio of his papers fell into the 
hands of the British, and the Washing- 
ton authorities asked for his recall. He 
travelled home in a Dutch liner with a 
“ sale conduct '” which did not extend to 
his baggage, and his papers, seized at 
Falmouth, contained details of consider- 
able interest to the Allies, Herr von Papen 
is the first German Chancellor since the 
War who has not been a member of the 
Reichstag, and, although nominally he up- 
holds the Centre, he is actually a sup- 
porter of the extreme Right. 


The Coal Situation. 


The Miners’ Conference met here again 
to-day, and by a small majority passed 
a. resolution giving instructions to its 
executive to negotiate with the Govern 
ment on the question of strengthening the 
Coal Mines National Board to meet the 
circumstances in the industry at the end 
of twelve months. It was not decided 
whether a further conference should be 
called, and a decision to take any further 


Factlon was left in the hands of. the Execu 


tive, though Mr. Edwards, the secretary, 
expressed the opinion that there was a 
strong tendency towards drastic measures. 
The situation in the coal industry, there- 
fore, is extremely uncertain, and in some 
quarters a coal strike next month is con- 
sidered not altogether unlikely. 


Mr. Ashe-King's Funeral. 


Mr. Richard Ashe-King, who for some 
years was President of the Irish Literary 
Society in London, was buried at Kensa! 
Green Cemetery this morning, when an 
Irish pipe. band headed the funeral pro- 
cession. Mr. Ashe-King had lived to the 
age of 92, áid Tee- red from noserious 
tines untél last wintéteswhen he h 
attack of pfeumonia.

ment would be created in many directions, 
He was satisfied that the Government’s policy 
was to impose far more taxation than was 
necessary.

VON CRAMM'S RECORD. 

The other three players are all young in 
first class tennis. This is von Cramm’s first 
season on the Davis Cup team, and he has 
made a fine start by winning his first four 
singles matches. Regarded for some time as 
about the most: promising young player in 
Germany, he came to the front last year when 
he reac the fourth round of both the 
French and Wimbledon championships. He 
was beaten by G. M. Sott, the American, 
in Paris, and by F. J. Perry at Wimbledon, 
where he had previously beaten our recent 
visitor, von Kehrling, and C. F. Scroope. . 

Dessart has never accomplished anything 
of note in singles, but represented Germany 
in the doubles against Great Britain in 1950 
and against South Africa last year, with H. 
Kleinschroth and Nourney respectively, being 
on the losing side on each occasion, This 
ear, partnered with von Cramm om beat 
the Indians in the first round, but lost to 
Matejka and Arteus in straight sets in the 
Austrian match. It is quite possible that 
Prenn, who is a good dou layer, may be 
paired with von Cramm.

The manufacturers here 
with branch establishments in Great Britain 
were competing with them at a disadvantage, 
and that was not good business. He knew 
of one firm alone that had decided on a 
saving of £20,000 a year. As a result the 
business of Dublin was going to be lessened 
to that extent. 

Concluding, Mr. Cosgrave stated that, if 
these issues were treated as matters of busi- 
ness and economics and not as politics, the 
Opposition would be prepared to offer the 
Government the fullest constructive assistance 
at its di i

THE COST OF LIVING. 

Me. H. 'M. DOCKRELL (C. na nG., Co.

MINISTER’S REPLY. 


The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. 
MacEntee), concluding the debate, said that 
from the tone of the Opposition speeches one 
would have thougitt that the imposition of 
income tax was an innovation, The position 
was that the Government had to relate the 
Budget to the circumstances in which they 
found themselves, and in some way or other 
they had to find a sum of at least three and a 
half million pounds; The question was 
whether they should find it by direct or in- 
direct taxation. The income tax was the one 
tax that could be regulated to the resources 
of the individual. Indirect taxes in the 
sense that rich and poor paid alike were in- 
equitable. 

The increased income tax was going to 
bring them in a million a year. They could 
have found that million, as the late Govern- 
ment would have found it, by reducing the 
old age pensions. To do so it would 
have been nece to reduce the pen- 
sions round the sum of four 
shillings; The reduction of the old age 
pensions would have meant the reduction of 
the purchasing power of a large section of the 
community. 

The debate was adjourned.

MINISTER'S DEFENCE. 


Mr. MacENTEE, resuming the debate on 
the income tax resolution, said that Fianna 
Fail were going to relieve the unemployed in 
their misery and revive in them the habits 
of industry. If instead of imposing the in- 
creased ~income tax the (Government 
reduced the old age pensioners by four 
shillings per week, it would have been equiva- 
lent to the imposition of nearly fifty per 
cent, on these old age pensioners. They had 
80,000 unemployed im this country for four 
years, and the Government was going to 
relieve them. The increased income tax 
would not cause any extra unemployment. 

“We have,” he said, “either to reduce 
expenditure or to increase taxation in order 
to balance the Budget. The late Government 
had failed to make the necessary provision to 
balance the Budget, and ‘so there would have 
to be a drastic revision of the whole financial 
position.”” Everyone of the late Govern- 
ment’s Budgets were Governmental specula- 
tions of the same sort as had brought down 
many a financial king in other countries. The 
present Government had the courage to face 
the rise in costs .because they wanted to 
ensure that when they went to borrow—as 
they would soon do—they would present to 
the underwriters a Budget that neither they 
nor anyone else could pick holes in. 

On a division the motion was passed by 72 
votes to 51. 


THE SUR-TAX. 

Mr. MacENTEE moved the adoption of 
the financial resolution implementing the 
imposition of the sur-tax. 

r.. BLYTHE (C. .na nG., Monaghan 
Co.) said that a tax of this nature would 
drive people out of the country,. and. would 
further result in more in Great Britain 
securing employment at the expense of many 
being ean out of work in this country. 

Mr. J. GOOD (Ind., Dublin County) im- 
quired what would the Minister receive from 
sur-tax at present and in the future under 
his scheme. 

Mr. McGILLAIGAN (C. na nG., National 
University) was frankly pessimistic as to the 
operation of the sur-tax, and read extracts of 
former speeches by the Minister when in 
Opposition, which Mr. McGilligan contended 
— the conclusions he himself had 
ormed as to its incidence. This would, 
he said, provoke grave reactions in the way 
of unemployment. i 

Mr. MacENTEE, in reply, said that he 
was of a somewhat, optimistic nature as to 
the result of the sur-tax. The Opposition 
was as blameworthy as the Government if 
the latter under »>resent circumstances felt 
that they had to impose a little more taxa- 
tion. 

On a division, the resolution was carried 
by 73 votes to 51. 


INCOME TAX ALLOWANCES. 

Mr. ALTON. (Ind.,. Dublin University) 
moved an amendment to the income tax re- 
solution to secure that an individual who 
makes, in the manner prescribed by the In- 
come Tax Acts, @ claim in that behalf, and 
makes a return in the preseribed form of his 
total income, shall, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the amount of his assessable income 
for the pur of income tax, be allowed a 
deduction from the amount of that income 
such sum or 8 as he pays in wages to 
domestic indoor or outdoor employés. 

He said that in spite of the assurances of 
the Minister for Finance to the contrary tax- 
payers were suffering hardships. Many of 
these taxpayers had as much interest in the 
welfare of the country as any of the politi- 
cians, but they were trying to do their duties 
as honest citizéns, and were trying to carry 
on under the extra taxation. Unless some 
relief was given many would be added to the 
toll of the unemployed from the ranks of 
domestic labour. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Lab., Cork) sup- 
ported the amendment. 

The MINISTER asked the House to re- 
ject the amendment, on the ground that it 
was contrary to the entire scheme of the 
income-tax code to take into consideration 
the mode in which income is ultimately 
spent,

For this reason, we prefer to discuss our 
roblem as,the preservation of the farmers’ 
industry, and to show why we think the 
rowing tendency towards an exclusive re- 
canes on the arm of the State leads towards 
a ‘‘ concealed turning,” which may prove to 
be a one-way street or even a blind alley, 
This will be the better undarstood when it 
is realised that nearly every other country 
is travelling this road, too, and at a greater 
speed than we. For them this may be ex- 
pedient, but it will be ere for us not 
to realise the nature of the traffic we are 
likely to find blocking a road which yearly 
grows more congested. 


Hidden Dangers to Ireland.

others. 

In the first place, given a proper start, it 
is much easier to rear ducks than. chickens, 
and they seldom give any trouble. Since 
they do not require much heat. when duck- 
lings, one large hen may be entrusted with 
as many as fifteen or twenty. Likewise, when 
reared artificially, a small hover is sufficient 
to heat the rearing house. It should, of 
course, have a good litter of straw on which 
they will sleep; and, for safety purposes, a 
wire run attached to the house, in which the 
birds cam exercise, is a necessity until they 
are fairly grown. 

The same foods as for chickens may be used 
when rearing ducks, but they will need to he 
given in a sloppy condition, being mixed with 
milk or water to the required consistency. 

A mistake often made is that. too much 
water is given when the birds are very young, 
We donot intend to suggest that water is 
bad for ducks, but if deep. vessels of jt are 
left lying. about the dricklinign oiten find it 
very difficult to climb out after a swim, They 
try to climb up the sides, then fall backwards, 
and, unless help is nigh, soon hecome quite 
exhausted, and so expire. Hundreds of little 
ducks must meet their end in this manner 
every season. A quite simple remedy is to 
provide none but shallow troughs, or pans, 
in which they may paddle about with perfect 
gafetv. Fountains flowing into shallow 
troughs in which they may drink, but cannot 
swim, would also answer the purpose of water 
sup gas needless to say, the water must 

resh,

Treated Seed. 


Scotland, England and Northern Ireland 
are ahead of the Free State in areas sown 
with treated seed, but we learn that North 
ged and South Offaly have already sown 
700 acres of barley and oats with ceresan- 
treated seed, and there is ample proof that 
treated seed, being free from excessive casual- 
ties and the delaying action of leaf stripe, has 
come up in from two to three days earlier 
than the untreated seed alongside it, and 
shows no sign of stripe or bloteli. 

This welcome demonstration is due to the 
initiative of one firm which distributes barley 
seed on a considerable scale. Machinery was 


1 installed in February at their stores, and 50 


per cent. of ceresan-treated seed was issued to 
customers dressed free of cost, to be sown side 
by side with similar quantities of the same 
seed, but undressed, and thus enabling growers 
to form their own conclusions.

A Profitable Line. 


One of the best “‘lines’’.in poultry is 
undoubtedly the production of table ducks. 
FL is incidentally one which. shows no signs 
of being overdone, as there is always a 
demand for this product. When it is 
realised that just thirteen weeks after the 
egg is laid, the bird produced from it is 
ready for market, one sees the advantages 
of quick returns. In this business there is 
mo waiting for winter eggs to replenish the 
depleted exchequer. Anybody with only an 
elementary knowledge of poultry can produce 
a good fat duck ready for sale at nine weeks, 
while it is only an .expert with the. best 
equipment that can turn out fat chickens in 
the same time. It is estimated that the 
profit obtained on such ducks ought to be 
at least 25 per cent. over the cost of feeding. 
Nowadays, when eggs are so very cheap, this 
side of poultry-keeping is worthy of cultiva- 
tion, and as an “all the year round” 
industry, it should be very valuable, 

A good diet for fattening ducks is ground 
oats, pollard and milk, with the addition 
of boiled potatoes mixed through the mash. 
Fattening ducks should not have access to 
swimming water, being allowed only sufficient 
to cleanse their heads. They may be kept 
in a comfortable house as soon as they are 
about five weeks old, at which time their 
liberty is curtailed. Some people confine 
them entirely to the house, but others con- 
sider it wiser to allow them a little liberty— 
about an hour or two each day—for health 
reasons. Always examine the ducks for 
“pin feathers’’ before killing, as the 
presence of these renders clean plucking im- 

ssible and lowers the market value. The 
eathers are generally grown out when the 
birds are between eight and nine weeks. 
Do not forget to fast for at least twenty- 
four hours before killing; pluck while warm, 
and cool well before packing. .

Keeble in his book, “ Fertilisers and Food 
Production,’’ published by the Oxford Univer- 
sity Press. If this plan was adopted, land 
could be used to greater advantage, but if 
every farmer in the British Isles did the same 
thing there would be no change in their pre- 
sent economic position. It is estimated that 
by the combined use of fertilisers and modern 
methods of management crop yields could. be 
substantially increased, and the stock-carrying 
capacity of the land at least doubled. 
This, he says, would naturally have to be 
done slowly, since the question of heavy 
stocking is ultimately bound up with, the 
consideration of adequate housing, water 
supply and the risk of disease. % Great 
Britain, it is pointed out, by the increased 
use of fertilisers the land could be made to 
provide for ten million additiona] sheep; pigs 
could be increased three-fold, and Fh se 
from seventy to one hundred million head. 

Such a scheme as this is not reassuring to 
Irish farmers, who seek a market for their 
produce in Great Britain. It does suggest a 
way of. increasing output, but of what use 
is that when the home market is too small 
to absorb it and the country's erstwhile export 
market comes self-supporting ’ 

In ten years from now it is believed that 
Great Britain could produce 55 per cent. of 
her total food requirements—instead of only 
38 per cent. as at present—and, thereby, 
effect an estimated a. in her annual food- 
stuffs bill of over a hundred million pounds, 
quite independent of any subsidies or quota 
schemes which might be introduced. This 
saving would almost certainly react on the 
prosperity of [Irish Free State farmers, such 
as it is, in view of the Government's tariff

ATHLETE'S SUDDEN DEATH. 


Subseguent to winning a foot race oí 26 
miles from Kildare to Curragh, Richard 
Spittle (27), of 2 Diamond terrace, Dartry 
road, died suddenly on Tuesday evening 
while at practice with three other members 
of the Harp Athletic Club in Sarsfield Park, 
Green lane, Kimmazge. 

These facts were mentioned before Dr. 
Louis A. Byrne, the City Coroner, during 
the inquiry held at the Meath Hospital 
yesterday into the circumstances surround- 
ing Spittle’s death. 

The medical evidence stated that death 
was due to heart failure following abdominal 
trouble. 

A verdict of death from natural causes 
was returned. 

A similar verdict was given in the case of 
John Mulally (45), bookbinder, of 9 A 
Block, Iveagh Buildings, New Bride street. 

His sister, Marcella Hitchcock, said he 
returned from work on May 30 complaming 
of pains. She gave him magnesia in order 
to ease him. Later he was admitted to 
hospital, where he succumbed to heart 
failure. °
